: White House Called Up Republican 
_ Headquarters on ‘Telephone, 
Former Senator Testifies.

_ WASHINGTON, Oct. 9—Former Senator Nathan B. 
Scott of West Virginia today testified before the Senatorial 
‘committee, which is investigating campaign contributions, 
that a man he believed to be President Roosevelt told him 
that “He ‘would see Harriman’’ and try to raise funds much 
needed in the New York Campaign in 1904. 

“When we got low in funds in October, 1904,” said he, “I 
asked Mr. Bliss if he could not go to 26 Broadway and get 
some money. He said ‘no,’ that he had already secured a 
contribution from those people. I asked him how much they 
had given and he said $100,000.” 


Scott said he was in KHepublican national headquarters in New 
York in October, 1904, when a telephone call came ‘‘from the White House’’ 


for Treasurer Bliss or Chairman Cortelyou. Neither was present, so he talked. 


on the wire. 

Seott did not. declare the identity of the speaker at the White 
House end of the wire, but referred to him as ‘‘the voice from the White 
House,’’ and “‘the response from the White House.’’ 

‘** What is this trouble Pgear about Higgins?’ ’’ Senator.Scott said 
he heard over the wire; ‘‘ ‘I hes She may be defeated.’ ’’ 
He told ‘‘the White House’’ that Higgins was in danger. 

‘* *Oan’t the State Committee supply the necessary funds?’ 
the White House.’’ 

Scott said he told of the difficulties in getting money for the cam- 
paign, and the response from ‘‘the White House’’ was: 

** *I would rather lose the election in the country than be defeated in 
my own State.’ 

‘*J said: ‘There is.no danger of your being defeated,’ ’’ said Mr. Scott. 
He added that the voice at the White House said:

‘'Oh, I might as well answer your questions,’’ he added; uy thought 
I was talking with President Roosevelt.”’ 

_ ‘When further questioned he said he could not remember whether the 
“party at the White House” had said, ‘Mr. Harriman is coming here” 
or “I will have Mr. Harriman come here.” 

Scott said that when he suggested that Bliss go to 26 Broadway for 
more money, Bliss replied President Roosevelt had notified him not to 
accept Standard Oil -contributions. 

“When all the trouble broke out about the life insurance companies 
and campaign contributions,” said Scott, “I went to the White House and 
suggested to President Roosevelt, when Mr. Perkins was indicted, that 
we who had benefited by his contributions, supply funds to replace those 
he would have to return, and for the use of which he was in trouble. I 
said I was willing to return the amount sent into West Virginia. 

“But the President said no, that if the money was to be returned it 
should be returned by the party as a whole.” 

Scott said he never had been informed of a return of $100,000 to the 
Standard Oil Co. or any director of it. 

Judge Robert 8S. Lovett, chairman of the capigignante Committee of the 
Harriman System, testified: 

‘‘I knew of Mr, Harriman’s visit to Washington in October, 1904, 
He told me the National Committee was ‘in a hole,’ and owed the 
State Committee $200,000. He said ‘the President wants me to help it out, 
and I’ve got to do it.’ ° 

“Some days later he came to my office and gave me some checks and 

cash. Mr. Bliss came and'got them. The sum was $250,000. The checks 
were brokerage house checks, and were indorsed to Mr. Bliss. I told him to 
send receipts to the contributors if he knew them. Less than $50,000 of the 
contributions was in currency.” — 

Judge Lovett could not remember the names of any of the contributors, 
but, after some urging, said he thought W. K. Vanderbilt was one.

After being rescued from quicksand 
in which he sank to his chin, EK. Cc. 
Anderson, 6 years old, of Chicago, tem- 
porarily has lost his reason as a result 
of his terrifying experience on the west 
bank of Wood River, 8 miles below 
Alton Wednesday. 

Anderson was rescued by four em- 
ployes of the Standard Oil Co., which 
nas a large refinery at Wood River. 

The fact that a Mississippi River 
steamboat was expectcd to lar Vith 
sipplies for the refinery in the varly 
morning hours was both the cause cf 
Anderson's strange plight and the meais 
of saving his life. 

Rowed Across River, 

At St. John’s Hospital at Alcon where 

Anderson is in the observation ward

From the disconnected statemenis 
made by Anderson after his rescue it 
was gathered that he rowed across 
Wood River in a skiff in the hope .hat 
he would catch the steamboat which 
was bringing supplies to the refinery 
and induce the captain to let him work 
his way to Alton. 

Wood River at this point runs para.ell 
to the Mississippi River and only about 
To get to the Miss's- 
sippi landing it was neceSsary to cross 
the smaller river. 

Crieg for Help. 

At the same time Anderson was start- 
ing for the landing, James Thompson 
and George McPherson, employes of the 
refinery, went to the shore to wait for 
the freight shipment. 

..t 1 a. m. they heard agonized cries 
for help. While they searched with lan- 
terns, the calls became weaker but more 
frequent. 

Walking up the west bank of Wood 
River, they came upon a strange sight. 
On the surface of the ground they saw 
a human head. The face was ashen 
white, and faint cries for help came 
from the lips. 

Thompson and McPherson jumped into 
a skiff and rowed close to the engulfed 
man. 

Thrusting their hands through the 
shifting quicksand, they caught him be- 
neath the arms to keep him from sink- 
ing further. 

Then they called for help and two 
cther, Standard Oil men joined them. 
These got into: another skiff. At risk 
of swamping the boats and being en- 
guifed by "ths treacherous sand, the 
four men Mulled and tugged and used 
oars for levers. At the end of half an

I know the in- 
nual diocesan meeting has been in wro- 
gress at Dallas, but I had no idea such 
honors were in store for me.”’ 

The. dispatches say Dean Davis ‘vas 
elected on the twenty-fourth ballot, 
Dean Moore of St. Matthew’s Church 
in Dallas, leading on 23 and withdrawing 
when he failed to get the necessiry 
majority. 

Dean Davis was born at Campo Se2o, 
Cal., in 1857 and was graduated from 
the University of California in 1875. He 
was rector of a church in San [Tran- 
cisco from 1881 until 1887, and has been

SAVES $146,000 
A YEAR IN SOAP 


This Amount is More Than Cost 
of Maintaining the Purifi- 
cation Plant. 


The annual saving to the people of St. 
Louis in the purchase of soap amounts 
to more than the total cost of maintain- 
ing the purification plant at the water- 
works, according to Water Commission- 
er E, E. Wall in an article recently pub- 
lished in an Eastern trade journal. This 
saving is due to a reduction in the hard- 
ness of the water pumped from the Mis- 
sissippi River by removing the alkaline 


deposits before it is distributed through 
the city mains. 


The cost of maintaining the purifica- 


tion plant, which is capable of handling 
125,000,000 gallons a day, is aproximate- 
ly $138,000 a year, and the saving im 
soap in St. Louis homes amounts to at 
least $146,000 anhogny, according to 
Wall’s figures. 

In addition to this Saving, St. Louis 
has élear water’ without extra cost to 
the taxpayers, the bacteria in the water 
has ‘been reduced 97% per cent in the 
last ‘seven years, and the death rate 
from typhoid fever has been reduced 
from 48 in 1000 to 14-in 1000, Wall told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Wednesday. 

“According to statistics, the daily con- 
sumption of soap im large cities is ap- 
proximately the amount required to 
soften one gallon of water per capita,”’ 
Wall stated. ‘‘This would mean a con- 
sumption of 14,000 pounds of soap a day. 
Without the softening treatment 22. 
pounds of soap would be used daily. 
With soap valued at 5 cents a pound, a 
low estimate, the saving would more 
than pay the entire cost of purification 
for all uses.’’

Big buying of wheat in the Chicago 
market, with an advance of 1 cent 
bushel, caused a like rise in local prices; c 
Wednesday. The advance was based on 
more warlike cables from the Balkans 
and higher foreign markets. 

The upturn in Chicago unearthed a 
rather unwieldy short interest and a4 
scramble to cover resulted. This made 
the trading very active on the advance 
until bear contracts were cleaned up. 
After that the market movement was Ir- 
regular. 

Aside from the foreign news the day's 
developments were beerish. Northwest- 


ern receipts were heavy, Minnéapolis 
getling 579 cars, against 393 last week 
and 366 last year. Duluth had 730 cars 
against 421 and 331, and Winnipeg 833, 
compared *with 534 and 824. Minneapo- 
lis wheat stocks incréased 30,000 bu for 
four days. 

The Liverpool wheat market ‘opened fi, 
firm, %d to 5d higher, and later a fur- 
ther advance of ‘4d, with shorts cov- 
ering, due to the strength in Winnipeg. 
Increased apprehension regarding the 
political situation also caused strength. 
There was a good demand from the Con- 
tinent for arriving cargoes and an in- 
creased inquiry for forward shipment. 
The weather in the United Kingdom 
continues fine, with offers liberal, and 
European crop prospects improved, with 
Russia pressing offers for sale for near- 
by shipment.
